At about 3 p.m. yesterday Zee Ah-yue (4% ff #E), 
native of Ningpo, teaboy No.30 employed by the Chai Loh Hotel 
(% AX 4@/E) om Yu Ye Ching Road, brought three decorated 
baskets containing oranges, applés:and pumeloes to the office 
of the "Standard" at No.436 Fooahow Road. A cereful 
exsmination of the baskets wes made by one of the employees 
of the paper and three letters, badly typewritten in English 
with meny words mis-spelt, were found in the baskets and were 
addressed to the editor and the editorial office of the paper. 

The letters, which were signed with a foreign 
meme, reads “as a humble token of esteem for the patriotism 
and audacity of your paper in its articles, I send herewith 
three baskets of fruit which I ask you kindly to accept. I 
hope you will continue with your emdeavours. " ; 

The employee summoned the Chinese detective and 
C.P.C's 1822 and 3135 posted by the Police at the office for 
protection. They detained the teabny and took him and the 
three baskets of fruit to Louza Station. There an 
examination was made and it wes discovered that each fruit 
had been pierced with a needle. When squeezed, ae fluid 
believed to be poison flowed out. The fruit will be 
sutmitted for analysis. 

The teaboy was interrogated and he made ths 
following statement :- "“4t 10.20 a.m. to-day (March 27) 
two Japanese, accompanied by a Chinese, came to the Chei 
Loh Hotel and booked Room No.12@ on the fourth floor. On 
the register the Chinese gave his name as Zung Kyung-piau 
(Whe age 22. He w8s sbout 30 years of age, dressed 
in a grey suit of foreign ciothing end speaking the local 
dialect. One of the two Jépenese was about 350 years of 
age, wearing dark cost and grey trousers end the other, eged 
about 20, was attired in a grey suit of foreigm clothing. 
They left efter remaining in the room for a few minutes, 

At about 1 p.m. they returned to the hotel bringing with 
them four decorated baskets. They consumed two bottles 
of beer and ordered me to send one of the baskets first to 
House No.81, Yung Loh Faung (5 2# 75), Bubbling Well Road, 
and the remaining three to the office of the ‘Standard’ on 
Foochow Road, adding that these baskets were gifts from a 
foreigner. I intended to tell a soolie to send them, but 
all the coolies were engeged as the hotel was crowded, it 
being Sunday. Therefore I took the baskets to the office 
of the ‘Stenderd,' where I wes arrested. *

The World's Chinese Students' Federation came into 
existence as early as 1905, through the efforts of Dr. DeHe 
Lee, founaer of the Fu Tan University, Dr. w.w. Yen, until 
recently Chinese Anbassador to U.S.S.R., and other notable 
Bhtnens educationalists. its present offices are Situated 
at No.191 Carter Road. 

The cbject of the FeGeration is to promote friend- 
ship among students who wish to study abroad and who are 
members, also mutual assistance and furthering of studies 


of its members. The Federation gives advice and renders all 


necessary service to Chinese students proceeding abroad to 
study, assists unemployed students in finding employment, 
publishes periodicals and also gives lectures. 

During the past thirty years the Ferieratior. has 
proved itself to be very valuable to Chinese students going 
abroad, giving the necessary assistance in obtaining 
passports, booking passage tickets and making general 
enquiries for them. Students who have availed themselves 
of its services have found their influence very useful. 

Prior to the local hostilities,a weekly lecture 
was held on the premises every Saturday and enjoyed a wide 
range of popularity being favourably commented on by students i 
attending.

He was, while the Nine PowerQ’* Yreaty Conference at Brussels 
was in progress, selected as 4 member of a dele zation which 
visited the local leading foreign Giplomats hererin an 
endeavour to solicit their moral support in the current 
Sino-Japanese trouble. 

Police records show that lir. Chu took an active 
Part in an anti-Japanese campaign in Shanghai in the year 
1919. (vide attached “police report dated 27.52.1919).

Various theories have been ad- 
vanced to account for the formation
